An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1 to 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is not written in single sentence format. The applicant should rewrite the claim 
in a single sentence as has been done in claim 20. 
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In the preamble of claim 1 reference is made to "compartments", but the location of the 
compartments is never set forth later in the claim. The claim appears to be incomplete as a 
result. 

Claim 1 1 recites "further comprising a adjustable support" (sic), but the details of the 
adjustable support are not set forth. 

Claim 19 as written does not make any clear sense. The claim appears to be referring to 
the embodiment of Figure 9, yet no adjustment features or ability to reconfigure the hammock 
are set forth. The claim appears to be incomplete, and does not present an operative invention as 
presently written. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said first upper pair of arm ends" in lines 15 and 16. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said second upper pairs of arms" in lines 16 and 17. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said first pair lower arms" in lines 18 and 19. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said lower pair of arms" in 19. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the top legs" and "the bottom legs" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the inner surface of the first fabric" in line 12. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 to 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
Claim 20 is allowed. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Nelson et al, Nygard, Richards, and Marx show hammock style headrests which are 
of particular interest. Dees, Lyons, Miker Jr., Towery, and Ehredt show pillows with integrated 
storage compartments that are of particular interest. Brooks shows a pillow with an integrated 
vibrator that is of general interest.
